They are a sort of 
“Who’s Who” in Aubrey’s own) 
style. | 


Long a source book for histo- | 
rians, his “Lives’’ have now been | 
produced in a new, well-edited edi- | 
tion. They are given to us in the| 
spelling of the Elizabethan age. 

One of the lesser lives is that | 
of Thomas Tyndale, born 1588 and 
died 1672. Historian Aubrey be- 
gins: 

“Thomas Tyndale, an old gen- 
tleman that remembers Queen 
Elizabeth’s raigne and Court, one 
of true gravity and prudence, not 
one that depends upon the grave 
cut of his beard to be thought so. 
He had seen much in his time, 
both at home and abroade: and | 
with much choler inveighes| 
against things now — Alas! O’ 
God’s will... .” 

Mr. Tyndale, in his old age, 
yearned for the days of good 
Queen Bess. Men were men in 
that time and there were genuine 
ladies and gentlemen. Iu his old 
age, he insisted, he saw that the 
people were becoming soft and 
used to luxuries, and were lack- 
ing in the dignity, strength, vision 
and manhood of those he had 
known in youth. 


Good Old Days 


Nor did they drink as much in 
Mr. Tyndale’s good old days. The 


younger generation in which he 
dwelt seemed to him unusually | 
given to dissipation. He told bi- 
ographer Aubrey: | 

“Tho when the Gentry met, it) 
was not at a poor blind sordid 
alehouse to drinke up a barrell of 
drinke and lie drunke .. . fall to- 
gether by the eares . . . they met 
in the fields with their hounds 
and hawkes.

The cabinet 
list and the announcement of the 
ban — a spectacular propaganda 
move on the international scene 
—were expected at a joint session 
Tuesday. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko, who apparently will keep 
his job in the new cabinet, was 
billed to make the disclosure of 
a unilateral suspension of nuclear 
tests. Title of his address will 
be: “A statement on the cessa- 


tion of tests of atom and hydro- | 


gen weapons.”’ 
BAN ON TESTS 


Russia long has proposed a/| 


joint ban with the West. The West 
has rejected the idea without 
agreement on inspection and oth- 
er disarmament measures. The 
cause of a weapons ban is ex- 
tremely popular among the peo- 
ple of Western Europe and the 
Orient, particularly in pro-Western 
Japan. 

At Friday’s Supreme Soviet ses- 
sions, it was revealed that five 
senior members of the last Pre- 
sidium (inner circle) of the par- 
liament were dropped from the 
32-member body. 

The Presidium, not to be con- 
fused with the all - powerful 
Presidium of the Communist Par- 
ty, is the interim body of parlia- 
ment which sits when the two 
houses are not in session. Its 
power is considerable.

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Jury Asks | 
Beer Curb 


In Clayton 


Clayton County’s Grand Jury 
has called for the immediate 
curbing of all beer and wine li- 
censes in the county. 

The special presentment issued 
Thursday was directed to the 
county commissioners in the form 
of a recommendation. 


The jury's recommendation 
came after a day of hearing wit- 


nesses, which included beer li- 
cense holders, police officers, and 
a juvenile court officer. 

Following the witnesses, the 
jury recommended the county 
stop on-the-spot consumption of 
wine and beer; revoke immedi- 
ately all beer and wine licenses, 
and allow dealers 10 days to dis- 
pose of their stocks. 


PACKAGE SALES ONLY 


They also asked the county to 
hold all beer licenses in the fu- 
ture “if” any are issued, to the 
sale of warm package beer, and 
called on the county to establish 
and hold tight qualifications on 
the holders of licenses to sell 
package beer. 


Thursday’s action by the Grand 
Jury precedes by less than a 
month a scheduled straw vote on 
beer sales in the county. 


Beer sales, which have been a 
source of controversy for some 
time in the county, have been un- 
der close investigation by the 
special committee since Feb. 3. 

The special presentment cited 
none of the committee’s findings, 
and it named no individuals con- 
nected with beer sales. 


VIOLATIONS IMPLIED 


The presentment implied, how- 
ever, that beer has been sold af- 
ter hours and that some beer li- 
censes are held by persons with 
police records. 


Two of the county’s three com- 
missioners commented on the 
jury’s recommendations. 

Com. B. C. Haynie said he 
wanted the wrongdoing connect- 
ed with the sale of beer ‘‘cleaned 
up.” 

Com. E. P. Echols said some 
places may be closed soon as a 
result of the jury’s findings.

No Logical Defense

WASHINGTON—The issue of extending the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act provides a 


prime example of the opposing pressures to bh 
which a United States senator is subjected by the folks “back home.” 
These pressures are intensified in New York. It is not only the great- 
est industrial state in the Union: it also includes, in the port of New 
York, the busies! center of international trade in our nation. 


On several occasions I have 
had the experience of having one 
delegation of constituents urge 
me to vote one way on recipro- 
cal trade and another delegation, 
five minutes later, demand that 
I vote exactly the opposite. 

Still other groups come up with 
modifications of both positions. 
If I were to attempt the patently 
impossible feat of pleasing every- 
body, I would have to face in six 
different: directions at once. 


I can only make my own best 
estimate as to how I can best 
serve the interests of the free 
world, of the United States and 
of New York. And viewed in the 
light of such high principle, I 
have ben supporting the Recipro- 
cal Trade Agreements Act con- 
sistently. : 

The economic front may well 
be the most vital of all the fronts 
on which we face the Soviet Un- 
ion in the cold war. It is all very 
well and necessary to provide 
military deterrents to Russian 
aggression. The Sputniks have 
certainly dramatized the neces- 
sity for our doing better on the 
educational front, particularly 
with respect to the development of 
scientists.

Tell Stirring Story 


We do not know Jesus through the witness 
of a single hand. He comes to us through the 


less we are ready to subsidize 
their economies indefinitely 
through loans and grants.

world itself could not contain the 
books that would be written.” 


Not through a single gospel but 
in the reading of the four gospels 
we get the fullest picture of the 
passion of Jesus Christ. In each 
gospel the story of our Lord 
reaches its stirring crescendo in 
the hours of the crucifixion. There 
Christian devotion senses the turn- 
ing point, not in the life of Jesus, 
but in the life of all mankind. 
There was achieved for faithful 
men a redemption they did not 
deserve, but which God in His 
abundant love freely offered. 

Not a single incident in the 
story of the passion was consid- 
ered by the gospel writers to be 
incidental. Every facet has been 
lovingly protrayed. 

I would suggest that as we ap- 
proach Good Friday each of you 
turn once again to the Bible and 
there in the four gospels read 
those fearsome, awesome and glo- 
rious pages that record the pas- 
sion. And as you read, remember 
what the crucifixion meant to 
Jesus, His enemies, His friends

and to all of the generations of 
men who have found here the 
stimulus to deeper devotion and 
faith. 


The Christian imagination has 
ever cherished what havé been 
called ‘‘the seven words from the 
Cross.’’ These are the utterances 
of our Master as He hung on the 
Cross during the long, long hours 
between mid-day and the setting 
of the sun. 

The first word, ‘Father, for- 
give tnem,”’ is found in Luke 23:34. 
The second word, “Today shalt 
thou be with me in paradise,” 
was spoken to one crucified at 
His side and is recorded in Luke 
23:43. “‘Behold thy son!”’ and ‘‘Be- 
hold thy mother!”’ are words spok- 
en to the disciple John and to 
Mary and in them Jesus shows 
His concern that His mother be 
cared for. In Matthew 27:46 and 
Mark 15:34 is given the fourth 
word, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” The fifth 
word, recorded in John 19:28, is 
“I thirst.” ‘Two verses later John 
gives the sixth word. “‘It is fin- 
ished.” And the last word, found 
in Luke 23:46, is “Father into 
they hands I commend my spirit.” 

The meanings of these seven 
words are inexhaustible. To all 
Christians they have a profound 
significance.

The Florida Derby is his racing Mona Lisa, and he almost 
stole the spotlight from Kentucky by matching Calumet’s Tim Tam 
Stretch-ranning Silky Sullivan. In fact, Silky’s owners 
agreed to enter the Florida Derby, but reneged due to one thing 
and another, much to the delight of Col. Bill Corum. 

Curtain goes up at Gulfstream Saturday at 9 a.m. For three 
hours. early-risers will ‘be treated to a parade of bands, Dixieland 
and beautiful girls. Highlight of the show is the parade in which 
mounted color bearers display flags from all 48 states. 


—A Rematch Between Hartack and Ycaza 


The main event goes on at 4:48 EST and will be viewed by 
some 25,000 fans. The living room athletic club will be blacked out. 

Tim Tam, the horse which ran second and finished first in the 
Flamingo, is the odds-on favorite. An added attraction is the re- 
match between Willie Hartack and Manuel Ycaza. 

The boys ride for keeps and they finished bumper to 
bumper in the Flamingo, Stewards ruled that Ycaza did the 
most bumping and placed Jewel’s Reward second. Ycaza will 
be up on Gray Monarch in the Derby and Hartack will ride 
Tim Tam. 

Ycaza is able to muster a smile now when you mention the 
Flamingo. 

“I was very much surprised when they took my number 
down,” Manuel said Friday afternoon. ‘‘And I would like to see 
them put it up again in the Florida Derby. I was bumping him 
and he was bumping me in the other race.”’ 

Gray Monarch doesn’t figure too prominently according to 
the handicappers. But the Florida Derby has been filled with 
surprises. In fact, Gen. Duke’s triumph by a length and a 
half last year represents the widest victory margin im the six 
previous races. 

However, I'm not going to attempt to pick a horse to surprise 
Tim Tam. The bay colt is following in the footsteps of his famous 
father, Tom Fool. Tim Tam won only one race as a two-year-old, 
But he has banked $138,775 for the Calumets in the past three 
months. Tim Tam has won five of seven starts, finished second 
twice. With Hartack in the saddle, he will likely go to post as a 
4-5 favorite.

Arcaro will be up on Whitley, Willie Shoemaker wiil ride Martins

KRAMER PICKS BIG-GAMING PANCHO

Keeping Jack Kramer still 
long enough to talk is a prob- 
lem. Getting him to take a 
stand is easy as the court ac- 
tion that made him America’s 
top net star in the post-World 
War Il era. 

Kramer, whose pro tennis 
troupe makes an Atlanta stop 
Monday as part of its 100-match 
tour, paused for lunch Friday 
on a visit here to talk over 
Monday's match at Alexander 
Coliseum and immediately 
stepped into controversial ter- 
ritory. 

The slender Californian stepped 
out on a limb to pick Pancho 
Gonzales as winner of the cur- 
rent tour over first-year pro Lew 
Hoad. 


“Pancho will win it because 
there are so many indoor 
matches on the tour,”’ Kramer 
said. ‘‘On grass court matches, 
I think Lew could take him. 
But Pancho has that big game 
and plenty of experience and 
unless he gets lazy, or decides 
to let up—which he just might 
do—he should take it. 

“One thing I'm sure of, 
Hoad is one of the few players 
who's had Pancho. worried. 
And I'm plenty glad I signed 
him. There was a lot of com- 
ment about my giving him 
$125,000 to sign. That's the 
largest sum ever given a tennis 
player and many people won- 
dered how I could afford to 
do it, 

“But already this tour has 
proved to me it was a good in- 
vestment. The series now 
stands 25-22 in favor of Gon- 
zales, and that’s the closest 
one we've ever had.” 

Gonzales has been on a win- 
ning binge that brought his cur- 
rent advantage. At onetime in 
the tour Hoad had a one-sided

range of the dove. 


The program, to establish definite flight pat- 
terns of this popular game bird as it migrates be- 
tween its summer and winter homes, has al- 
ready involved thousands of outdoorsmen, in- 
cluding paid federal and state workers in con- 
servation, game and fish club members, 
national groups as the Izaak Walton League, 
Scouts and Girl Scouts, school biology 
classes and other local youth organizations, 
and any person who has an interest or stake 
in this princeling of the flyways. 

Most of the banding of these 150,000 fledglings 
will be done by conservation officers and other 
qualified biologists, both professional and ama- 
teur. There will be some banding by members 
of adult conservation groups. Any qualified per- 
son—and qualified means that you
